such circumstances is. inevitable in the long run. 

Once again the farmers of Western Canada have seeded their acres. It 
is to be hoped that, bearing the above adage in mind, they have used only 
good clean seed, the best that could be obtained. It is to be hoped, also, 
that to the full extent of their available equipment, and the time at their 
disposal, they have pursucd the best accepted methods of farming and pre- 
pared the seed bed in the most approved manner. 


The growing season (at the time of writing this article) has been a 


that could be desired, with copious rains and cool days which give promise 
of a strong tovting of the grain so that it will gg in the best possible con- 
dition to withstand a dry period should such befall, 

But“eternal vigilance is the price of liberty.” 
to a growing crop in this western country. Farmers everywhere must re- 
main alert and vigilent to combat these on every hand. There is the 
grasshopper scourge. Governments and municipalities have devised and 
outlined the best methods of fighting this pest, and those materials required 
to wage the battle have been procured. But official bodies cannot do it all. 
It remains for the individual farmer everywhere to do his share, to do it 
promptly and thoroughly. All the precautionary measures should be taken, 
and an ever watchful eye kept on developments, — It is necessary to wage 
the battle against the grasshopper, not only to save this year’s crop, but to) 
insure the success of future crops which the rapid elimination of this oan 
tTeq uires 

Then there is the noxious weed. It takes many forms, but each and! 
every variety is destructive, some, of course, more destructive than others. 
Noxious weeds have, through neglect, because of neglect in the past, ruined 
many a fine farm, They are still making headway, and a combined allied; 
warfare by all agriculturists against them is one of the pressing needs of 
the present time. Noxious weeds cannot be fought by farmers singly. 
Despite the greatest care by scores of farmers, one or two indifferentand 
neglectful farmers can do irreparable damage to a whole district. “The 
high winds of the west can seed an immense area of land with weeds just 
as effectively as a drill can seed them. 

Farmers complain sometimes of excessive elevator charges taking an un- 
due toll from the receipts of their year’s labor; or of the prevailing high 
freight rates which have the ‘same effect; or of the loss of so many cents a 
bushel resulting from a sudden drop in the market,price. It is important, 
however, that they should become fully seized of the fact that noxious 
weeds, by decreasing the yield from their acres is taking, year after year 
a heavier toll than any one of these things, and frequently a heavier toll! 
than all of them put together. 

Noxious weeds impose a loss of millions of dollars annually upon the

farmers of Western Canada through decreased yield. They impose a 
further loss in threshing bills, They add more loss in a falling off in 
grade Finally, they are a huge bill of expense for work in cleaning the 
land once it has been fouled, while the capital and sale value of any farm 


is enormously reduced from the 
itself, but in the surrounding district. 

Iivery farmer, therefore, should. not only make it his personal business 
to clean his own land,-and keep it clean, but he should actively interest him- 
self in the affairs of his municipality and see that, through the enactment 
and enforcement of necessary laws for the protection of all, his whole dis- 
trict is cleaned up and kept clean.

tion; I decided to camp for a while 
and dry the skins so that I could put 
them in my pack and it would mean 
pocket money in Fort Garry; while 
the skins, after being carefully scrap- 
ed, were drying, I cut a quantity of 
the meat up in thin strips and hung it 
on stakes in the smoke, this meaning 
grub for the trip. There was still a 
quantity of meat over and I did not

This was the only exciting occur- 
rence on the trip, but the next even- 
ing I struck a small Indian encamp- 
ment and was received with the great- 
est hospitality as usual and in return 
I directed them to my bears meat 
cache and told them they were very 
welcome to the meat.” 

Many years after this Robert mov- 
ed with his family to the south branch 
of the Saskatchewan and located on a 
small farm, where from this base he 
would go on extended hunts in the 
winter and crop his land in the sum- 
mer time, About the same time ora 
year or so later I had started fur 
trading in the Stony Creek district 
(now Melfort), and on a trading trip 
to Cha-kas-ta-pa-sin’s bands at Wa- 
we-a-ge-mow I was offered parts of 
three black bear skins and at once 
inquired what happened to the rest of 
the skins.. Their story told me by 
Ne-soo-pa-tin-eyniew was that a 
huge old grizzily had wandered in 
from the plains (and not hibernating 
like the local bears) had. found the 
winter dens of these unfortunates, dug 
them out, feasted on the meat and 
thus mutilated the hides; he had fol- 
lowed the track for some distance 
northwards and then dropped it. In 
the meantime the news of Mr. Grizz- 
ly’s arrival had spread far and wide 
as they were rare visitors in the north 
country; Robert Bear was one of the 
first to hear of it and never having 
shot a grizzly he determined to track 
him if at all possible.

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Sensation in Britain 


Caused By Discovery To 


$y 


According to a recent report, a new 


scientific discovery has been made 
that has ‘caused quite a sensation in 
British commercial circles and may 
go iar to compensate for the Jack of 
water power in the British Isles. It 


provides for the transmission of pow- 


er by wave pulsations, thits adding a 
sixth to the. five known methods, 
siea direct mechanical, electric, 
compressed air and hydraulic, The 
principle is most simply illustrated by 
the boyish game of placing three 
coins touching each other in a row 
and then, by hitting the first, moving 
lie third Wave power effects the 
sane result when it is applied to a 
fluid, preferably water, at one end of 


a conducting pipe, The initial energy 
is carried by the resultant waves right 
pipe’s length with, it is 
claimed, greater efficiency and greater 
than has been possible by 
methods and at the same time 
Waves, it is 
siated, are today being sent through 
a one-inch pipe to a distance of one 
mile, and a plant now under construc- 
tion is expected to carry very much 
further. Among the notable tools 
actually in operation are a portable 
wave power rivetting engine which 
gives 2,400 blows a minute, and a 
rock drill which eats into granite as 
though it were cheese. 

lt is claimed on behalf of wave 
power transmission that it can be any- 
thing and everything now being done 
by alternating electric currents and 
without the danger of fire or ex- 
plosion.. The waves employed to 
transmit the power travel at the rate 
of sound in water, about a mile a sec- 
‘ond or thereabouts. The size of 
pipe used depends on the amount of 
power to be carried and the pressure, 
and it is interesting to learn that the 
pipe can be tapped at wave lengths or 
half wave lengths, thus being avail- 
able for a number of machines. With 
a wave velocity equal to the speed of 
sound the waves have a length of one 
hundred and twenty feet. So far, the 
most important development is the 
application of the new system to 
rotary motors now being adapted to 
transmission and reduction gear for 
marine purposes. This wave power 
discovery, it is said, enabled the Bri- 
tish Air Ministry during the war to 
equip its airplanes and those of the 
Allies with means of fiting two thou- 
sand bullets a minute between’ the 
propeller blades without touching the 
blades. The method is still being 
kept a secret by the British authori- 
ties, Out of this may come’ the utili- 
zation of the waves of the sea as they 
batter on the coasts of the British 
Isles. *

Extension Of Experimental 
Work In Agriculture 


Report Shows Remarkably Wide 
Range of Activities. 
Suggestions have been made in par- 
liament that the splendid work being 
performed by the Experimental Farm 
system of the: Dominion is not as 
widely understood and appreciated as 


it should be Perusual of the report 


for the year ending March 31, 1920,)° 


prepared by the director, Mr. E. S, 
Archibald, will reveal far reaching re- 
sults and a remarkably wide range of 
activities. In this report details and 
particulars are given of the opera- 
tions carried on by all the divisions, 
branches, sub-stations and _illustra- 
tion stations, scattered from one end 
of the Dominion to the other. In 
fact from this report can be formed 
an excellent idea of the prospects and 
probabilities in agriculture of practi- 
cally every district in Canada. _ Nor 
is it only in this direction that ‘the 
valuable results that are being estab- 
lished are being revealed. Since the 
war, eXpansion has been possible in 
neatly every branch, the number of 
illustration stations has been increas- 
ed, and progress owing to increased 
facilities, has been most marked. At 
the Central Farm at Ottawa, a much 
needed modern dairy building has 
been added, herds of cattle have been 
strengthened, and extended work in 
poultry improvement and disease in- 
vestigation has been entered upon, In 
short, release from emergency work 
necessitated by the war has made 
possible new and renewed effort in 
every line of agriculture of national 
and domestic importance. An es- 
pecially interesting feature of the re- 
port is the attention given to weather 
conditions, By these it would ap- 
pear that Canada revels in sunshine. 
At Ottawa, for instance, in the year 
under mention, there were 2,005 hours 
of sunshine, at Fort Vermilion in the 
Peace River district, Alta. there were 
1,930 hours; at Charlottetown, P.E.L, 
1,658; at Nappan, N.S., 1,654; at 
Fredericton, N.B., 1,733; at. Lennox- 
ville, Que., 1,715; at Kapuskasing, 
Ont,, 1.670; at Brandon, Man., 2,000; 
at Indian Head, Sask., 1,942; at Ros- 
thern, Sask. 2,355; at Lethbridge,

The national bill for cigarettes 
alone is over $23,000,000, and for 
cigars over $12,000,000. 

When any complaint is heard that 
the nation is paying too much for the 
maintenance of forestry branches, let 
it be considered that all such expenses 
bulked together barely come up to the 
national outlay for the. single item of 
chewing gum,

The company on request, in addi- 
tion to forwarding woolsacks and 
paper twine to contributors, will also 
‘forward sufficient Cooper's Dip, cither 
powder or liquid, as desired, to dip 
their flocks, the cost being deducted 
from the wool returns. All wool 
should be shipped to reach the com- 
pany'’s warchouse either at Portage la 
Prairie or Regina, between June 1 and 
August 15, The wool will be shipped 
in car lots from the above points in 
original sacks to the central ware- 
house at. Weston, Ont., where it will 
be graded by experienced graders 
provided by the Dominion Livestock 
Branch and weighed by a Dominion 
Government weighmaster. It has 
also been arranged that on request 
from the producer, an advance pay- 
ment of approximately two-thirds of 
the market value of the wool will be 
paid just as soon as the wool has 
been graded, the wool being sold 
when in the opinion of the manage- 
ment, it is possible to obtain its mar- 
ket value and as soon as it is all sold, 
final returns will be paid to the pro- 
ducers, who will be paid everything 
realized from the sale of the wool less 
the actual cost of marketing, as pro- 
vided by the bylaws of the company.

Dangers of X-Rays 
Inch-thick Lead Walls Recommended 
For Laboratories. 

X-rays pass through brick walls 
and have injured many persons in 
buildings adjoining laboratories, mem- 
bers of the French Academy of 
Sciences have just been told by Profes- 
sor Contremoulin, a radiograph expert, 
He advised that X-ray laboratories be 
completely enclosed in leading sheet- 
ing a quarter of an inch, thick. 

It has been found, Mr. Contremoulin 
said, that rays sufficiently powerful to 
be useful in treating cancer, have af- 
fected persons in rooms on the other 
side of thick walls and in apartments 
above and below the radiograph 
room.

Valued at Half Million Dollars Over

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This year the party payng the an- 
nual treaty to the Indians of the north 
will travel in a style and comfoft 
hitherto unknown by- the men who 
make the early trip to the north. A 
large houseboat, constructed by the 


‘Alberta Motor Boat Works, is taking 


the government men down, the party 
travelling under the aegis of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company. 

The houseboat “H.B.C.,,”. which is 
conveying the party to the habitate of 
the Dogrib and the Slave, is resplen- 
dent in vivid green hull, red water 
line and white deck house with a flag- 
staff in the bows flaunting the flag of 
the H.B.C. and the Red Ensign float- 
ing from the stern. The houseboat 
marks a new era in transportation for 
the northern rivers, and with the ad- 
vent of atrplanes at Fort Simpson, 
tokens the coming of the white man. 

The new craft is fifty feet long, 
with eleven foot beam, and’ will draw 
twelve inches of water, but despite 
her size she is comparatively light, 
Weighing but three tons, whith will 
make her easier of handling on the 
railways and portages. 

The entire vessel is Alberta made 
She is constructed from Alberta 
spruce, and built by Alberta work- 
men, and to anyone who knows aught 
of marine -construction, she is a 
credit to the builders. The “H.B.C.” 
has no power of her own; she simply 
represents living quarters for the 
treaty party, and will be towed down 
to the Arctic by the gas boat “Neche- 
mus” of the H.B.C. fleet. The “Nec- 
hemus” is a powerful tow boat, equip- 
ped with 60-horsepower Buffalo en- 
gines. 

Once on the northern waters, the 
plan to be followed will be to 
leave the houseboat tied up to the 
bank at the head of the various rivers 
which flow into the Mackenzie, while 
the “Nechemus” will go up the rivers 
and pay the treaty.to the Indians, 
the treaty party returning to the 
houseboat at night, when possible, In 
this way tribes can be reached, who 
might otherwise be overlooked, and 
it is the intention of the treaty party 
to get in touch with all the northern 
Indians possible. 

With the exception of a small deck 
in the bows of the houseboat, the 
entire vessel is occupied by one long 
cabin, in which there are berths for 
tlre accommodation of the party, the 
centre being taken up by a large 
table, which when not in use is elevat- 
ed to the roof and fastened there. The 
sides of the cabin are all open, with 
wooden shutters which can be drawn 
to, rendering the vessel entirely priv- 
ate, when necessary, 

In addition to the living quarters 
there is a gallery with cookstove, a 
pantry and other necessities for the 
culinary operations. The roof of the 
cabin will be used for the stowage 
of the lifeboat, and any gear which is 
not in immediate use,
